The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented tn senate
and assemlbly, do enact as follows :

SectioN 1. There is hereby appropriated out of
any money in the state treasury not otherwise appro-
riated the sum of two thousand dollars (2.000) to Mrs.
Kdargret Coleman, the widow of Charles G. Coleman
of Durand, Wisconsin,
SectioN 2. This act shall take effect and bein force
from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 290.

AN ACT to submit to the people an amendmeat to section 4, of
article 8, section 12 of article 7, and section 1 of article 18, of
tke constitution of the state of Wisconsin, so as to prouvide for
biennial general elections. !

Whereas, at the annual session of the legislature of
this state for the year 1881, an ameodment to the con-
stitution of this state was proposed and agreed to by a
majority of the members elected to each of the two
houses thereof, which amendment was the following
language:

Resolved by the assembly, the senats concurring,
That section 4 of article 6 of the conbstitution of the
state of Wisconsin, be so amended as to read as fol-
lows: Section 4. Sheriffs, coroners, registers of deeds,
district attorueys, and all other county officers, except
judicial officers, shall be chosen by the electors of the
respective counties, once in every two years. Sheriffs
shall hold no other office, and be ineligible for two
years next succeeding the termination of their offices;
they may be required by law to renew their security
from time to time, and in defaunltof giving such new se-
curity their office shall be deemed vacant, butthe county
shall never be made responsible for the acts of the
sherift. The governor may remove any officer in this
section mentioned, giving to such a copy of the charges
against him and an opportunity of being heard in his
defense.  All vacancies sball be filled by appointment,
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and the person appointed to fill a vacanoy shall hold
only for the unexpired portion of the term to which he
shall be appointed and until his successor shall be
elected and qualified. That section 12, article 7
of said constitution be 80 amended as to read as follows:
Section 12. There shall be a clerk of the circuit
court chosen in each covnty organized for judic-
ial purposes by the qualified electors thereof, who
sball bold his office for two years, subject to removal
as shall be provided by law; in case og a vacaocy, the
Jjudge of the circuit court shall have power to appoint
a clerk until the vacancy shall be filled by an election ;
the clerk thus elected or appointed, shall give such se-
curity as the legislature may require. The supreme
court shall appoint its owp cler(}(, and a clerk of the
circuit court may be appointed a clerk of the supreme
court. That section 1, article 18, of said constitution,
be so amended so as to read as follows: Section 1.
The political year for the stateof Wisconsin shall com-
mence on the first Monday in Jabuary in each year,
and the general elections shall be helden on the Tues-
day next succeeding the first Monday in November.
The first general election for all state and county offi-
cers, except judicial officers, after the adoption of this
amendment, shall be holden in the year A. D 1884,
and thereafter the general election shall be held bien-
nially. All state, county, or other officers, elected at
the general electior in the year 1881, and whose term
of office would otherwise expire on the first Monday of
Japuary in the year 1884, shall hold and continue in
such offices respectively, until the first Monday in Jan-
uary in the year 1885. And

Whereas, T'he foregoing proposed amendment to the
constitution of the state of Wiscorsin, was duly ratified
and agreed to by the legislature of said state for the
year 1882, by a majority ofall the members elected to
each house thereof, therefore

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows :

SEcTION 1. The foregoing proposed amendments span besud- ;
to the constitution of the state of Wisconsin shall be Jiiad to the
submitted to the people of thisstate, at a general elec-
tion to be held on the Tuesday next succeeding the
first Monday in November, 1882, and if the people
shall approve and ratify the said amendments by a
majority of the electors voting thereon, said amend-
ments shall become a part of the constitution of this
state.
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Secrion 2. The form of the ballot for voting to

approve and ratify said amendments shall be: -
or amendment to section 4, article 6, of the consti-
tution. '

For amendment to section 12, article 7, of the con-
stitation.

For amendment to section 1, article 13, of the con-
stitution.

And the form of the ballot againat said amendments
shall be:

Apgainst amendment to section 4, article 6, of the
constitution,

Against amendment to section 12, article 7, of the
constitution. '

Against amendment to section 1, article 18, of the
consutution, _

Said ballots shall be separate and apart from any
other ballut, and shall be cast in separate boxes to be
provided for that purpose; and all persons qualified to
vote at any election in this state, sball be deemed voters
on this question.

SkcrioN 3. The votes cast for or against said
arrendments sbhall be counted and returned by the in-
spectors of the election in all respects as votes for
state officers are counted and returned, and the officers
in counties now designated by law to canvass the re-
turns of votes for state officers, shall canvass the returns
in their respective counties oun this question, and cer-
tify und return the result to the state canvassers at the
same time and places, and under the same regulatious
and restrictions, now provided by law for canvassing
and declaring the returns for elections of state officers,
and the state canvassers shall canvass said returuns, cer-
tificd to them as provided by law in case of elections
for state officers,

SectioN 4. Within three days after the determina-
tion ot said canvass by the state canvassers, they shall
cerufy the result thereof to the governor, who shall
tb;:reupon without delay, ake proclamation of the re-
sult.

SEctioN 5. The secretary of state is hereby re-
quired to include thesubstance of this act in the notice
ot the general election for the year 1882.

SecTioN 6. This act shall take effect and be im
force fromn and after its passage and publication.
